sonified his city of golden 
dreams, died Friday at age 
88. Koch's spokesman, 
George Arzt, said the for¬ 
mer mayor died at 2 a.m. 
from congestive heart fail¬ 
ure. He was being treated 
at NY Presbyterian hospital. 
Koch had experienced 
coronary and other medi¬ 
cal problems since leaving 


office in 1989. But he had 
been in relatively good 
health despite - or perhaps 
because of - his whirlwind 
life as a television judge, ra¬ 
dio talk-show host, author, 
law partner, newspaper 
columnist, movie review¬ 
er, professor, commercial 
pitchman and political 
gadfly. 


Flitting from broadcast 
studios to lunch meetings 
and speaking engage¬ 
ments, popping up at show 
openings and news confer¬ 
ences, Koch, in his life after 
politics, seemed for all the 
world like the old cam¬ 
paigner, running flat out. 
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Clinton out, Kerry in as secretary of state

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hill¬ 
ary Rodham Clinton for¬ 
mally resigned Friday as 
America’s secretary of 
state, capping a four-year 
tenure that saw her shatter 
records for the number of 
countries visited. John Ker¬ 
ry was sworn in to replace 
her. 

In a letter sent to President 
Barack Obama shortly be¬ 
fore she left the State De¬ 
partment for the last time in 
her official capacity, Clin¬ 
ton thanked her former foe 
for the 2008 Democratic 
presidential nomination for 
the opportunity to serve in 
his administration. Clinton 
said it had been an honor 
to be part of his Cabinet. 

“I am more convinced 
than ever in the strength 
and staying power of 
America’s global leader¬ 
ship and our capacity to 
be a force for good in the 
world,” she said in the let¬ 
ter. 

Her resignations became 
effective at 4 p.m. Friday, 
when Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice Elena Kagan swore in

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — In 

the second deadly assault 
on a U.S. diplomatic post 
in five months, a suicide 
bomber struck the Ameri¬ 
can Embassy in Ankara 
on Friday, killing a Turkish 
security guard in what the 
White House described as 
a terrorist attack. 
Washington immediately 
warned Americans to stay 
away from all U.S. diplo¬ 
matic facilities in Turkey 
and to be wary in large 
crowds. 

Turkish officials said the 
bombing was linked to left¬ 
ist domestic militants. 

The attack drew condem¬ 
nation from Turkey, the U.S., 
Britain and other nations 
and officials from both Tur¬ 
key and the U.S. pledged 
to work together to fight 
terrorism. 

“We strongly condemn 
what was a suicide attack 
against our embassy in An¬ 
kara, which took place at

I’m just very, very honored 
to be sworn in and I'm very

“A suicide bombing on the 
perimeter of an embassy is 
by definition an act of ter¬ 
ror,” he said. “It is a terrorist 
attack.”

The group has been desig¬ 
nated a terrorist organiza¬ 
tion by the United States 
but had been relatively 
quiet in recent years. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton, 
in her farewell speech to 
State Department staff 
moments after she formally 
resigned as secretary of 
state, said “we were at¬ 
tacked and lost one of our 
foreign service nationals.” 
She said she spoke with 
U.S. Ambassador Francis 
Ricciardone, “our team 
there and my Turkish 
counterparty 


shakes and smartphone 
photos with her and gave 
an emotional goodbye 
speech. 

She told them to continue 
to “serve the nation we 
all love, to understand the 
challenges, the threats 
and the opportunities that 
the United States faces 
and to work with all our 
heart and all of our might 
to make sure that America 
is secure, that our interests 
are promoted and our val¬ 
ues are respected." 
Clinton, however, also left 
office with a slap at critics 
of the Obama administra¬ 
tion’s handling of the Sep¬ 
tember attack on a U.S. 
diplomatic mission in Libya. 
She told The Associated 
Press in an interview Thurs¬ 
day that critics of the ad¬ 
ministration's handling of 
the attack don't live in an 
“evidence-based world,” 
and their refusal to “ac¬ 
cept the facts” is unfortu¬ 
nate and regrettable for 
the political system. 

Clinton told the AP that 
the attack in Benghazi was 
the low point of her time as 
America’s top diplomat. 
But she suggested that the 
furor over the assault would 
not affect whether she runs 
for president in 2016. 
Although she insisted that 
she has not decided what 
her future holds, she said 
she “absolutely” still plans 
to make a difference on 
issues she cares about in 
speeches and in a sequel 
to her 2003 memoir, “Liv¬ 
ing History,” that will focus 
largely on her years as sec¬ 
retary of state. 

But the woman who was 
once considered a divisive 
figure in American politics, 
yet leaves office as one of 
its most popular, remained 
coy about whether she 
would run for president in 
2016. 

“I am making no decisions, 
but I would never give that 
advice to someone that I 
wouldn't take myself,” she 
said. “If you believe you 
can make a difference, 
not just in politics, in pub¬ 
lic service, in advocacy 
around all these important 
issues, then you have to be 
prepared to accept that 
you are not going to get 
100 percent approval.”□

Fireworks cause deadly 
China highway collapse

BEIJING (AP) — An elevat¬ 
ed portion of highway in 
central China collapsed on 
Friday after a truck loaded 
with fireworks for Lunar 
New Year celebrations 
exploded, killing at least 
nine people and sending 
vehicles plummeting 30 
meters (about 100 feet) 
to the ground. The official 
Xinhua News Agency said 
nine people were con¬ 
firmed dead and another 
13 injured, including four 
in serious condifion. If said 
the collapse smashed and 
buried at least 25 vehicles. 
Earlier reports by China 
National Radio and some 
other outlets of 26 people 
killed were later removed 
from websites, without ex¬ 
planation. 

An 80-meter (260-foot) 
stretch of the major east- 
west highway collapsed in 
Mianchi county in Henan 
province. It scattered 
blackened chunks of de¬ 


bris and shattered the win¬ 
dows of a nearby truck 
stop. A truck driver inter¬ 
viewed on CCTV said he 
was only 20 meters (yards) 
away from fhe explosion. 

“I heard a huge bang 
and immediately braked. 
I saw small fireballs falling 
down one by one,” said 
the unidentified truck driv¬ 
er, whose truck windshield 
was smashed from the im¬ 
pact of the blast. 

“I then heard the sounds 
of clanking and exploding 
for five to six minutes,” the 
driver said. “My face was 
covered in dust." 

Photos posted online by Xi¬ 
nhua showed a stretch of 
elevated highway gone, 
with one truck’s back 
wheels perched at the 
edge of a shorn-off sec¬ 
tion of the highway. Other 
photos showed firefight¬ 
ers below spraying wa¬ 
ter on scorched hunks of 
concrete, wrecked trucks 
and flattened shipping 
containers. □ 
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Egypt burns as riots continue

CAIRO (AP) — Protest¬ 
ers denouncing Egypt's 
Islamist president hurled 
stones and firebombs 
through the gates of his 
palace gates on Friday, 
clashing with security forc¬ 
es who fired tear gas and 
water cannons, as more 
than a week of political 
violence came to Moham¬ 
med Morsi’s symbolic door¬ 
step for the first time. 

The streets outside the 
presidential palace were a 
scene of mayhem for hours 
into the night. 

Security forces pumped 
volley after volley of tear 
gas, set fire to protester 
tents and at one point 
dragged a protester to 
the ground, stripped him 
and beat him. Protesters 
burned tires and hurled 
stones and fireworks. A 
23-year-old died when he 
was shot in the chest and 
forehead, the Health Minis¬ 
try said. 

The march on the palace, 
where Morsi was not pres¬ 
ent, was part of a wave 
of demonstrations in cities 


around the country called 
by opposition politicians, 
trying to wrest concessions 
from Morsi after around 60 
people were killed in pro¬ 
tests, clashes and riots. 

But many of the protesters 
go further, saying he must 
be removed from office, 
accusing his Muslim Broth¬ 
erhood of monopolizing 
power and failing fo deal 
with the country's mount¬ 
ing woes. Many have been 
further angered by Morsi’s 
praise of the security forces 
after the high death toll, 
which is widely blamed on 
excessive use of force by 
the police. 

The day’s unrest, however, 
risked boosting attempts 
by the government and 
Brotherhood to taint the 
opposition as violent and 
destructive — a tack Morsi 
supporters have taken for 
weeks. 

In a statement issued amid 
the clashes, Morsi accused 
protesters of trying to break 
ito the palace and said 
“political fores involved in 
incitement” are respon¬ 
sible for fhe violence. He 
called on all factions to 


condemn the violence 
and said security forces 
would “act decisively to 
protect state institutions.” 

A day earlier, the top op¬ 
position figures met with 
the Brotherhood for the first 
time and agreed on a joint 
promise to avoid violence. 
That drew sharp criticism 
from many anti-Morsi activ¬ 
ists who said the politicians 
had played into the Broth¬ 
erhood’s hands and given 
legitimacy to any crack¬ 
down. 

The fighting started when 
a crowd of several thou¬ 
sand marched to the pal¬ 
ace in an upscale district 
of the capital, chanting, 
“the people want the 
fall of the regime," and 
“leave, leave, Morsi.” Se¬ 
curity forces allowed them 
to reach close to the main 
gate, and some protesters 
hurled shoes and stones 
through the fence into the 
grounds. Some climbed on 
the fence, apparently to 
better throw stones, but it 
did not appear they were 
breaking in. At first, police 
and Republican Guards in¬ 
side did not respondO

The 33-year-old male sus¬ 
pect, who was not a resi¬ 
dent of the building, was 
taken into custody Thurs¬

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Alabama hostage standoff carries on into 4th day

MIDLAND CITY, Alabama 
(AP) — The standoff be¬ 
tween police and a gun¬ 
man accused of holding 
a 5-year-old boy hostage 
in an underground bunker 
dragged into a fourth day 
on Friday, as authorities 
sought to continue deli¬ 
cate conversations with 
the man through a pipe 
and worked to safely end 
the tense situation. 

Police said Jimmy Lee 
Dykes shot a school bus 
driver to death, grabbed 
the child off the bus and 
slipped into an under¬ 
ground bunker on his 
property in rural Alabama, 
where the he and the boy 
have been since Tuesday.

There were signs the stand¬ 
off could go on for some 
time: the shelter has elec¬ 
tricity, food, TV, and police 
have delivered the boy's 
medication through a ven¬ 
tilation pipe leading to the 
bunker. Hostage negotia¬ 
tors have used the pipe to 
talk to the gunman, but 
investigators have been 
tightlipped about their 
conversations. Former FBI 
hostage negotiator Clint 
Van Zandt said authorities 
at the scene shouldn’t rush 
to resolve the standoff as 


long as they are confident 
that the boy is unharmed. 
He cautioned against any 
drastic measures, such as 
cutting the electricity or 
putting sleep gas inside the 
bunker because it could 
agitate Dykes. 

The negotiator should try to 
ease Dykes’ anxieties over 
what will happen when the 
standoff ends, and refer to 
both the boy and Dykes by 
their first names to human¬ 
ize them. 

“I want to give him a rea¬ 
son to come out,” Van Zan¬ 
dt said, “and my reason is, 
‘You didn't mean that to 
happen. It was uninten¬ 
tional. It could have hap¬ 
pened to anyone. It was 
an accident. People have 
accidents, Jimmy Lee. It’s 
not that big a thing. You 
and I can work that out.’” 
The shelter was about 4 
feet (1.2 meters) under¬ 
ground, with about 6-by-8 
feet (1,8-by-2.4 meters) of 
floor space and the PVC 
pipe that negotiators were 
speaking through, said 
James Arrington, police 
chief of the neighboring 
town of Pinckard. 

“He will have to give up 
sooner or later because 
(authorities) are not leav¬ 
ing,” Arrington said. “It’s 
pretty small, but he’s been 
known to stay in there eight 
days.’O 


VT looters steal $200K in 
coins from dead hoarder

ALBURGH, Vermont (AP) — It took months for anyone to 
discover that an eccentric man known simply as Radkin 
had died, crushed under a tractor-pulled horse trailer on 
his property on the shores of Lake Champlain in northern 
Vermont. But it didn’t take long for looters to ransack the 
hoarder's dilapidated house, police say, hauling off an¬ 
tiques, a vehicle, scrap metal and more than $200,000 in 
gold coins. 

Four people, including at least one whom police suspect 
knew the 66-year-old Radkin, are facing charges of steal¬ 
ing the coins and cashing them in at coin and jewelry 
stores. Police expect to make more arrests. 

“We’ve been watching the looters come and go,” said 
John Fleury of Enosburgh, who has a camp across the 
road from Radkin's property in Alburgh, Vermont, which 
used to belong to the family of Fleury’s wife. 

He said no one called the police because no was con¬ 
cerned. 

The property includes a dilapidated brick house and out¬

Only his bouts of illness 
slowed him down, most re¬ 
cently forcing him to miss 
the premiere on Tuesday 
of “Koch,” a documen¬ 
tary biographical film that 
opens Friday in theaters 
nationwide. 

Mayor Michael R. Bloom¬ 
berg praised Koch as “an 
irrepressible icon, our most 
charismatic cheerleader 
and champion," calling 
him “a great mayor, a 
great man, and a great 
friend." 

Koch’s 12-year mayoralty 
encompassed the fiscal 
austerity of the late 1970s 
and the racial conflicts 
and municipal corruption 
scandals of the 1980s, an 
era of almost continuous 
discord that found Koch 
caught in a maelstrom day 
after day. 

But out among the people 
or facing a news media 
circus at City Hall, he was 
a feisty egoist who could 
not be pinned down by 
questioners and who could 
outtalk anybody in the au¬ 
thentic voice of New York: 
as opinionated as a Flat- 
bush cabby, as loud as the 
scrums on 42nd Street, as 


pugnacious as a West Side 
reform Democrat mother. 
“I'm the sort of person who 
will never get ulcers,” the 
mayor - eyebrows devilish¬ 
ly up, grinning wickedly at 
his own wit - enlightened 
the reporters at his $475 
rent-controlled apartment 
in Greenwich Village on 
Inauguration Day in 1978. 
“Why? Because I say ex¬ 
actly what I think. I’m the 
sort of person who might 
give other people ulcers." 
His political odyssey took 
him from independent- 
minded liberal to prag¬ 
matic conservative, from 
street-corner hustings with 
a little band of reform 
Democrats in Greenwich 
Village to the pinnacle of 
power as New York City’s 
105th mayor from Jan. 
1, 1978, to Dec. 31, 1989. 
Along the way, he served 
two years as a councilman 
and nine more in Congress 
representing the East Side 
of Manhattan. 

With his trademark 
“How’m I doin?” - Koch 
stood at subway entranc¬ 
es on countless mornings 
wringing the hands and 
votes of constituents, who 
elected him 21 times in 26 
years, with only three de¬ 


feats: a forgettable 1962 
state Assembly race; a 
memorable 1982 primary 
in a race for governor won 
by Mario M. Cuomo; and a 
last Koch hurrah, a Demo¬ 
cratic primary in 1989 won 
by David N. Dinkins, who 
would be his one-term suc¬ 
cessor. 

Edward Irving Koch was 
born in Crotona Park East 
in the Bronx on Dec. 12, 
1924, the second of three 
children of Louis and Joyce 
Silpe Koch, Polish Jews who 
had immigrated to New 


York separately in the early 
1900s. 

Koch was drafted into the 
Army in 1943 and earned 
two battle stars in Europe 
as an infantryman. He 
was a sergeant when dis¬ 
charged in 1946. 

Koch, who never mar¬ 
ried and had no children, 
wrote 17 books, including 
one with his sister, Pat Koch 
Thaler, a small volume, “Ed¬ 
die: Harold’s Little Brother,” 
that appeared in 2004. His 
brother, Harold M. Koch, 
a carpet distributor, died 


in 1995. Besides his sister, a 
former dean at New York 
University, Koch is survived 
by New York itself, as an 
old friend put it a few years 
ago. 

“The city was and is his 
family," said Maureen Con¬ 
nelly, a former press secre¬ 
tary and veteran political 
adviser. “We used to be 
scared about what would 
happen to Ed if he lost. We 
said it would be best if he 
just died in the saddle. But 
he never had any intention 
of getting off the horse.”□

Dozens disciplined over exam cheating at Harvard

BOSTON (AP) — Harvard 
University has doled out 
academic sanctions to 
dozens of students after a 
cheating probe connect¬ 
ed to an open-book, take- 
home final exam. 

The school implicated as 
many as 125 students in 
the scandal when officials 
first addressed the issue last 
year. 

The inquiry started after 
a teaching assistant in a 
spring semester undergrad¬ 
uate-level government 
class detected problems, 
including that students 
may have shared answers. 
In a campus-wide email 
Friday, Faculty of Arts and 
Sciences Dean Michael 
D. Smith said the school’s 
academic integrity board 


had resolved all the cases 
related to the cheating 
probe. 

He said “somewhat more 
than half” the cases in¬ 
volved students who had 
to withdraw from fhe col¬ 
lege for a period of time. 

Of the cases left, about 
half the students got disci¬ 
plinary probation. The rest 
weren’t disciplined. 

Some athletes became 
ensnared, including two 
basketball team co-cap- 
tains whom the school 
scratched from its team 
roster. Past reports in The 
Harvard Crimson also 
linked football, baseball 
and ice hockey players to 
the scandal. 

Smith said in Friday’s email 
that the school wouldn’t 
discuss specific student 
cases. 


The dean said a school 
committee is working 
on recommendations to 


strengthen a culture of ac¬ 
ademic honesty and pro¬ 
mote ethics in scholarship. 


“This is a time for commu¬ 
nal reflection and action,” 
he wrote. “We are re¬ 
sponsible for creating the 
community in which our 
students study and we all 
thrive as scholars." 

Staples founder Thomas 
Sternberg, a Harvard grad¬ 
uate whose son is a student 
now, on Friday criticized 
the school’s handling of 
the probe. 

“If you challenge the en¬ 
tire faculty at the Harvard 
Business School and the 
Harvard Law School to 
come up with a process 
that took more time, cost 
more money, embarrassed 
more innocent students, 
and vindicated guilty fac¬ 
ulty ... that could not have 
outdone the process that 
took place,” he said.Q

Churches and religious or¬ 
ganizations that object to 
providing birth control cov¬ 
erage on religious grounds 
would not have to pay for 
it. 

Under the proposal, the ad¬ 
ministration said, “eligible 
organizations would not 
have to contract, arrange, 
pay or refer for any contra¬ 


ceptive coverage to which 
they object on religious 
grounds." Female employ¬ 
ees of such organizations 
would receive contracep¬ 
tive coverage through 
separate individual health 
insurance policies, without 
having to pay premiums or 
co-payments. 

The proposed rule is some¬ 
what ambiguous about ex¬ 
actly who would pay the 
costs. Insurers would bear 
the initial cost, but would 
save money in the long run 
because they would “ex¬ 
perience lower costs from 
improvements in women’s 
health and fewer child- 
births,” the administration 
said. The new health care 
law generally requires em¬ 
ployers to provide women 
with coverage at no cost 
for “preventive care and 
screenings.” Under this pro¬ 
vision, the administration 
says that most health plans 
must cover contraceptives 


for women free of charge. 
Specifically, the administra¬ 
tion says, employers must 
cover sterilization and the 
full range of confraceptive 
methods approved by the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, including emergency 
contraceptive pills, like 
those known as Ella and 
Plan B One-Step. Employers 
who do not provide such 
coverage will be subject to 
financial penalties. 

The administration on Fri¬ 
day proposed a complicat¬ 
ed arrangement to finance 
contraceptive coverage 
for employees of religious 
organizations that serve 
as their own insurers. The 
federal government would 
require health insurance 
companies to defray the 
cost indirectly, by paying 
higher fees for the privilege 
of selling health insurance 
to millions of Americans in 
new online markets run by

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Chu to resign his position as Energy Secretary

WASHINGTON - Energy 
Secretary Steven Chu will 
leave office soon, possibly 
by the end of this month, 
he told colleagues in an 
email Friday morning, ac¬ 
cording to Energy Depart¬ 
ment employees. 

His departure had been 
widely expected, although 
as late as Thursday after¬ 
noon he was refusing to 
answer questions on the 
subject. The open slot at 
the Energy Department 
adds to a constellation 
of vacancies at the top 
of related agencies: the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, the Transporta¬ 
tion Department and the 
Interior Department. 
President Barack Obama 
said in a statement that 
Chu “brought to the En¬ 
ergy Department a unique 
understanding of both the 
urgent challenge present¬ 
ed by climate change and 
the tremendous opportu¬ 
nity that clean energy rep¬ 


resents for our economy.” 
The president said that in 
the four years of Chu’s ten¬ 
ure, “we have doubled the 
use of renewable energy, 
dramatically reduced our 
dependence on foreign 
oil, and put our country 
on a path to win the glob¬ 
al race for clean energy 
jobs.” 

He also praised Chu for 
expanded support for re¬ 
search into “groundbreak¬ 
ing innovations that could 
transform our energy fu¬ 
ture.” 

Chu presided over a $90 
billion surge in expendi¬ 
tures in which the Obama 
administration tried to use 
the Energy Department 
to accomplish twin goals: 
stimulating the economy, 
and advancing energy ef¬ 
ficiency and clean energy 
production. 

Chu, a physicist, is the first 
Cabinet secretary to come 
into office with a Nobel 
Prize (an honor he shared 
in 1997 for his work with su¬

U.S. consumers' outlook 
improved in late January

WASHINGTON (AP) — A sur¬ 
vey released Friday shows 
Americans' outlook for the 
economy perked up in 
late January, suggesting 
an improving job market 
may blunt the impact of 
higher taxes. The University 
of Michigan’s final January 
survey of consumer senti¬ 
ment rose to 73.8. That’s up 
from a preliminary reading 
of 71.3, released on Jan. 
18. And it’s slightly better 
than December’s read¬ 
ing of 72.9. The preliminary 
survey reflected consum¬ 
ers' initial reaction to an 
increase in Social Security 
taxes, which took effect in 


early January. A separate 
survey from the Confer¬ 
ence Board also showed 
consumer confidence fell 
in January because of the 
tax increase. 

On Friday, the government 
said the economy added 
157,000 jobs in January 
and hiring was stronger at 
the end of 2012 than pre¬ 
viously thought. The final 
Michigan survey, which 
included data collected 
after Jan. 18, showed con¬ 
sumers were more optimis¬ 
tic about their prospects 
for the next six months than 
they were in December. 
Still, their mood about cur¬ 
rent conditions declined 
from December. □

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Syrian rebels slam Assad inaction on Israeli raid

BEIRUT (AP) — Syrian op¬ 
position leaders and rebels 
on Friday slammed Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad for not 
responding to a rare Israeli 
airstrike near Damascus, 
calling it proof of his weak¬ 
ness and acquiescence to 
the Jewish State.

Wednesday’s Israeli air-

Assad's forces and Israel. 
“Assad never once in his 
life stood up to Israel," said 
Kamal Labwani, a promi¬ 
nent Syrian dissident and 
member of the Syrian Na¬ 
tional Coalition, an umbrel¬ 
la group of those trying to 
oust Assad.

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time and place. 

The comments reflected in¬ 
creased tension between 
Syria and Israel.

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Iraq Sunnis protest; al-Qaida front calls to arms

BAGHDAD (AP) — Tens of 
thousands of Sunni pro¬ 
testers blocked a major 
highway in western Iraq on 
Friday, as an al-Qaida-affil- 
iated group called on Sun¬ 
nis to take up arms against 
the Shiite-led government. 
The rally comes at a time 
of mounting sectarian ten¬ 
sions in Iraq. Minority Sun¬ 
nis complain of official dis¬ 
crimination against them, 
and the arrests of body¬ 
guards of a senior Sunni 
politician in December 
have sparked weekly dem¬ 
onstrations. 

The main rallies Friday 
took place in Fallujah and 
Ramadi, cities that strad¬ 
dle the highway running 
through Anbar province. 


The province was a former 
al-Qaida stronghold that 
saw some of the fiercest 
fighting against U.S. forces 
during the Iraq war. 
Protesters also marched in 
the capital Baghdad and 
in the central city of Sa- 
marra. Friday’s turnout ap¬ 
peared to be among the 
largest since the protests 
began in December. 

In Fallujah and Ramadi, 
demonstrators performed 
Muslim noon prayers, the 
highlight of the religious 
week, on the highway, 
which links Iraq with Jor¬ 
dan. 

Last week, five protesters 
and two Iraqi soldiers were 
killed in clashes in Fallujah, 
and demonstrators held up 
pictures of the dead on Fri¬ 
day.

Inmates missing after prison clash

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 
— One week after gunfire 
tore through Uribana pris¬ 
on in one of Venezuela’s 
deadliest-ever prison clash¬ 
es, the families of some 
inmates say they haven’t 
been able to find their rela¬ 
tives. 

They say they’ve looked 
at the morgue, in the hos¬ 
pital and on lists of inmates 
transferred to other prisons 
after the violence on Jan. 
25. The government says 
58 people were killed in the 
clash between armed in¬ 
mates and security forces, 
but one Venezuelan prison 
watchdog group says that 
according to its tally at 
least 63 died. 

The government as of Fri¬ 
day had yet to provide an 
explanation to some rela¬ 
tives who haven't located 
inmates and have been 
waiting for news every day 
outside the prison on the 
outskirts of the western city 
of Barquisimeto. 

Pilar Pineda said she has 
been trying to find her 
brother, 31-year-old Daniel 
Enrique Pineda, who had 
been in the prison for two 
years, awaiting a sentence 
in a robbery case, when 
the violence erupted. 

A maid, Pineda has been 
taking a three-hour bus trip 
every day from the town 
where she lives, and has 


been waiting in the sun with 
relatives of other inmates 
outside the prison, going 
long hours without eating. 
“You never lose faith, and 
that’s what we hope, that 
with the grace of God we 
will find my brother,” Pineda 
told The Associated Press in 
a telephone interview on 
Thursday. Pineda said that 


a man with the same last 
name as her brother but 
a different first name ap¬ 
peared on a list of inmates 
transferred to another 
prison, and she hopes it 
might be him. She guesses 
officials might have taken 
down his name incorrectly 
in the rush while hundreds 
of inmates were being 
moved out of the prison af¬ 
ter the violence. Nelly Tam- 


bo said she looked for her 
26-year-old son, lldemaro 
Jose Tambo, in the morgue 
and in the hospital, and on 
lists of transferred prisoners, 
and that he finally called 
her on Thursday from an¬ 
other prison where he was 
taken. Recalling his voice 
saying “Mama,” Tambo 
said: “I felt very happy, very 


excited because I hadn’t 
slept, I hadn’t eaten think¬ 
ing about him.” 

Activist Humberto Prado, 
who leads the watchdog 
group Venezuelan Prisons 
Observatory, said his orga¬ 
nization has been gather¬ 
ing information about vari¬ 
ous families who haven’t 
located their relatives after 
the violence at Uribana 
prison.Q

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Holland nationalizes 
SNS Reaal N.V. Bank

AMSTERDAM (AP) — The 

Netherlands nationalized 
its fourth-largest bank on 
Friday, injecting €2.2 billion 
($3 billion) to recapitalize 
SNS Reaal NV and head off 
any chance of a messy col¬ 
lapse that would threaten 
the country’s fragile econ¬ 
omy and financial system. 
The total cost to the Dutch 
government will be at least 
€3.7 billion. Finance Min¬ 
ister Jeroen Dijsselbloem 
told a press conference. 
That’s enough to ensure 
that the Netherlands’ bud¬ 
get deficit in 2013 will be 
higher than the 3 percent 
allowed under EU rules, un¬ 
less the Cabinet — which 
has already taken a series 
of unpopular tax hikes and 
spending cuts — comes up 
with further austerity mea¬ 
sures. 

“This isn’t what we want¬ 
ed,” Dijsselbloem said. But 
he added that, without the 
nationalization, SNS “would 
have gone irrevocably 
bankrupt,” with dire conse¬ 
quences. 

Although the bank's failure 
had been long-coming, it 
carries the added embar¬ 
rassment for Dijsselbloem 
that he has recently been 
chosen President of the 
“Eurogroup,” the regular 
meetings of eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers. The Neth¬ 
erlands has been among 
the loudest in demanding 
that other countries ad¬ 
here to the 3 percent rule. 
Costs from the nationaliza¬ 
tion “must not lead to new 
spending cuts that will hurt 
the taxpayer further," said 
Carola Schouten of the 
opposition Christian Union 
Party. SNS has insurance 
and banking operations, 
including about 10 percent 
of Dutch retail deposits. Its 


total balance sheet was 
around €134 billion. Its de¬ 
cline and fall happened 
over a period of years, 
rather than as a result of 
any acute crisis, as falling 
property values in the Neth¬ 
erlands and Spain continu¬ 
ally eroded its portfolio of 
real estate loans month af¬ 
ter month. 

SNS Depositors and senior 
creditors won't lose any 
money in the nationaliza¬ 
tion, the Finance Ministry 
said. 

However, SNS sharehold¬ 
ers will be wiped out, along 
with some junior creditors, 
including the state itself. 
SNS owed the government 
€800 million, including inter¬ 
est, left over from a 2008 
bailout. Other junior credi¬ 
tors will lose around €1 bil¬ 
lion, the ministry said. The 
three biggest Dutch banks, 
ING Groep NV, ABN Amro, 
and Rabobank will contrib¬ 
ute a combined €1 billion 
to help save SNS . 

The nationalization shows 
the damage the crisis has 
wrought on the oversize 
Dutch financial sector and 
means that three of the five 
biggest banks in the coun¬ 
try have now come under 
state control since the start 
of the crisis: ABN Amro was 
merged with the former 
Fortis and both were na¬ 
tionalized back in 2008. In 
addition, ING received sev¬ 
eral bailouts which have 
still not been fully repaid. 
Only Rabobank, a banking 
cooperative, has not yet 
needed state aid. 

In July, SNS began warn¬ 
ing that its equity — or net 
worth — was sinking below 
legally permissible levels 
and it would likely need 
some kind of restructuring. 
In November it acknowl¬ 
edged its survival was un¬ 
certain. □ 
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Cuba, US continue the blame game over poor ties

HAVANA (AP) — A senior 
Cuban official sharply criti¬ 
cized U.S. President Barack 
Obama on Friday for sug¬ 
gesting Cuba was stuck in 
the past, saying the only 
anachronistic element of 
the relationship is Washing¬ 
ton’s half-century-old eco¬ 
nomic embargo. 

Josefina Vidal, the head of 
the Foreign Ministry’s North 
American affairs division, 
said Obama was poorly in¬ 
formed if he thought Cuba 
had not changed in recent 
years. She said her country 
has always been willing to 
negotiate improved rela¬ 
tions with the U.S. 

“It’s unfortunate that Presi¬ 
dent Obama continues to 
be poorly advised and ill- 
informed about the Cuban 
reality, as well as the senti¬ 
ments of his own people 
who desire normalization of 
our relationship," Vidal said 
in a statement sent to for¬ 
eign media on the island. 


She said Cuba was “chang¬ 
ing and advancing,” a ref¬ 
erence to economic and 
social reforms enacted in 
recent years under Presi¬ 
dent Raul Castro. 

In an interview with the 
Spanish news channel 
Telemundo broadcast 
Wednesday, Obama said 
his administration is open to 
better ties but that “it’s got 
to be a two-way street.” 

He said Cuban jails are still 
filled with political prisoners 
and that the island’s lead¬ 
ers are clinging to a failed 
model. 

“It's time to join the 21st 
century,” he said. “It’s one 
thing to have cars from the 
1950s. It’s another thing 
when your whole political 
ideology .. is 50 years or 
60 years old and it’s been 
proven not to work.” 

In recent years, Cuba has 
allowed for limited capi¬ 
talism and legalized the 
real estate market, among 
other reforms, while insisting 
the changes did not consti¬ 


tute a break from its social¬ 
ist model. 

Among the measures get¬ 
ting the most attention 
was last month's lifting of a 


longstanding requirement 
that islanders ask the gov¬ 
ernment's permission to 
travel abroad. 

Dissident blogger Yoani 
Sanchez's request for a 


new passport was granted 
on Thursday. Last year she 
was denied a “white card,” 
or exit permit, when she 
tried to travel to Brazil for a 


film festival, something she 
says has happened to her 
about 20 times in recent 
years. 

“Visas for (hashtag) Bra¬ 
zil and for the (hashtag) 


Schengen agreement na¬ 
tions arranged, they will 
be delivered to me next 
week,” Sanchez said on 
Twitter on Friday. 

The “Schengen area" is 
a region in Europe within 
which there are little or no 
border or visa controls be¬ 
tween Belgium, the Neth¬ 
erlands, Luxembourg, Ger¬ 
many and France. 

But Sanchez and others be¬ 
moaned the denial of pass¬ 
ports to two other govern¬ 
ment opponents. Dissidents 
Angel Moya and Jose Dan¬ 
iel Ferrer were turned down 
under a clause that lets the 
government withhold trav¬ 
el papers to people facing 
legal cases, or for reasons 
of national security or pub¬ 
lic interest. 

The men were among the 
75 activists jailed in the 2003 
“black spring” crackdown 
on dissent. While they were 
later freed, their release 
was conditional and tech¬ 
nically are still serving long 
sentences. □

Germany warns euro crisis not over

MUNICH (AP) — Europe’s 
efforts to solve its debt 
troubles won a vote of 
confidence Friday from 
the chairman of China’s 
sovereign wealth fund, but 
Germany's finance minister 
told an international con¬ 
ference that the continent 
can't afford to become 
complacent. 


Three years since the crisis 
started in Greece, the 17 
European Union countries

these issues,” he told the 
Munich Security Confer¬ 
ence, an annual gather¬ 
ing of leading security and 
foreign-policy officials. 

He said the “mainstream" 
of the European public 
is behind tough austerity 
measures despite frequent 
protests. “We should un¬ 
derstand (that) when you 
cut out some of the jobs, 
new jobs will be created,” 
he said, insisting that “we 
have to continue with the 
austerity programs.” 

A similar message came 
from German Finance Min¬ 
ister Wolfgang Schaeuble, 
whose country has cham¬ 
pioned the often-criticized 
focus on budget-cutting to 
tackle the crisis. 

“The euro crisis is not over, 
but we are in a much better 
position than a year ago,” 
said Schaeuble, speak¬ 
ing before Jin. He insisted 
“it would be completely 
wrong to sit back because 
of a certain easing of ten¬ 
sions,” and Europe must 
ensure this year it doesn’t 
forget the need to improve 
its economic competitive¬ 
ness. 

“We are always in danger 
of forgetting straight away 
to draw the lessons we 
have decided to imple¬ 
ment, such as stronger reg¬ 


ulation of financial markets, 
if we have less pressure in 
the markets,” Schaeuble 
added. 

Heavily indebted countries 
such as Spain and Italy 
faced alarmingly high bor¬ 
rowing costs on bond mar¬ 
kets in mid-2012 as investors 
wondered whether they 
would be able to keep 
paying their debts. 

Those costs fell after several 
steps by European lead¬ 
ers. One was the Europe¬ 
an Central Bank's offer to 
purchase bonds issued by 
indebted countries if they 
promise to reduce their 
deficits. Another was a pro¬ 
posal to set up a so-called 
banking union that aims to 
prevent failed banks bank¬ 
rupting any country by 
transferring supervision of 
bank behavior to a single, 
central supervisor based at 
the ECB. 

“As recently as last July, 
Italian and Spanish default 
probabilities as implied by 
the market were nearly 50 
percent and that's a terri¬ 
fying place to have been,” 
said Anshu Jain, the co- 
CEO of Deutsche Bank, 
Germany’s biggest lender 
and a global heavyweight. 
Even the current rate of 20 
percent “is still very much a 
worry," Jain said.Q

Mickelson misses 
chance for tour 
36-hole record

COTTSDALE, Ariz. (AP) — 

Phil Mickelson birdied the 
ninth hole a day too late 
and missed a chance to 
break the PGA Tour’s 36- 
hole scoring record when 
he finished with a double 
bogey after driving into the 
water. 

Mickelson followed his 
opening 60 with a 65 on 
Friday in the Phoenix Open 
to reach 17-under 125, a 
stroke off the tour record

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Nadal arrives in Chile to test himself and knee 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — Rafael 
Nadal arrived in Chile on Fri¬ 
day and will test his injured left 
knee in competition for the first 
time next week after sitting out 
for seven months — the longest 
break of his career. 

The 26-year-old Nadal will soon 
head off to the nearby coastal 
resort city of Vina del Mar, where 
he will play in his first event since 
being eliminated in the second 
round of Wimbledon in June. 
Nadal, who will be trying to win 
his eighth French Open title later 
this year, said the knee still both¬ 
ers him and that he may have to 
reduce his tournament appear¬ 
ances. 

“My knee is much better, and 
this is the most important thing 
now because there’s no risk of 
a big injury," Nadal said at the 
airport in Santiago. “But it's still 
bothering me, which will keep 
me from playing all the time, 
which I would like to do. 

“You have to start somewhere,” 
the Spaniard added. “I think this 


is the right moment and the right 
place.” 

Nadal is one of the best clay- 
court players in the history of the 
game, but he tried to downplay 
what might happen in Chile, 
and later this month in clay-court 
events in Brazil and Mexico. 

“It’s been months — seven 
months — since I’ve competed,” 
Nadal said. “This will be my first 
time playing in a very long time. 
Anything can happen. I'll try not 
to let it happen, but you have to 
be prepared for everything and 
be patient." 

Nadal has a round of appear¬ 
ances to make before he opens 
play, including a meeting with 
Chilean President Sebastian 
Pinera, a big sports fan. 

Nadal’s first test will come Tues¬ 
day in a doubles match with 
Juan Monaco, followed by his 
opening match Wednesday in 
singles. 

“I’m here to give the best I have 
right now,” Nadal said, “and 
hope the knee holds up."Q

“But I think it’s a good ex¬ 
ample of what can hap¬ 
pen on this course. You 
can make a lot of birdies 
and eagles, make up a lot 
of ground, but there’s a lot 
of water and trouble there 
that if you misstep you can 
easily make bogeys and 
double.” 

He still tied the Phoenix 
Open record set by Mark 
Calcavecchia in 2001, 
but history slipped through 
his hands for the second 
straight day on the last 
hole. 

On Thursday, Mickelson 
had a 25-foot birdie putt for 
a 59 on No. 9 that caught 
the right edge, curled 180 
degrees and stayed out. A 
day later with little at stake 
on the par-4 hole, he hit to 
4 feet and rolled the down¬ 
hill putt into the center of 
the cup. 

“You always remember 
kind of the last hole, the last 
putt,” Mickelson said. “But I 
think it’s very possible that's 
going to help me because 
it's got me refocused, that I 
cannot ease up on a single 
shot. I’ve got to be really 
focused. These guys are 
going to make a lot of bird¬ 


ies and I’ve got to get after 
it and cannot make those 
kinds of mistakes.” 
Mickelson parred the first six 
holes, and played the next 
11 in 8 under before mak¬ 
ing a mess of the par-4 18th. 
His drive bounced into the 
left-side water hazard and, 
after a penalty drop, he hit 
an approach that landed 
on the green and rolled off 
the front edge. His chip ran 
7 feet past and his bogey 
putt slid by to the left. 

“I hit a good shot, I 
thought," Mickelson said. 
“I tried to start it right down 
the middle and hold it into 
the wind. It just leaked a 


little bit left. I still thought it 
was up. ... Then I hit a poor 
wedge from there. But the 
tee shot I didn't think was 
going to be in the water at 
any point.” 

The double bogey left him 
four strokes ahead of Bill 
Haas and five in front 
of Keegan Bradley and 
Brandt Snedeker. Haas shot 
64, Bradley 63, and Snede¬ 
ker 66. 

Mickelson will play along¬ 
side Haas and Bradley in 
the third round. 

“Bill and I have played on 
a Presidents Cup team, 
and Keegan and I have 
been partners in the Ryder 


Cup and had an incred¬ 
ibly emotional and fun 
experience together as 
partners,” Mickelson said. 
“We’re going to have a fun 
day tomorrow.” 

Mickelson was cruising be¬ 
fore the lapse on 18. 

The 42-year-old former Ari¬ 
zona State star, who won 
at TPC Scottsdale in 1996 
and 2005, overpowered 
the par-5 15th for an eagle, 
hitting to 4 feet after a 358- 
yard drive. 

“I felt really comfortable on 
the tee box, so I kind of let 
one go and caught a hold 
of it and ended up having 
191 to the pin,” Mickelson 
said. “It was only 186 to the 
front, and I hit a hard 8-iron. 
There was a little bit of help¬ 
ing wind." 

After a par on the par-3 
16th that drew boos from 
the rowdy fans on the sta¬ 
dium hole when his tee 
shot trickled into the fringe, 
he drove the green on the 
344-yard 17th and two- 
putted from 70 feet — leav¬ 
ing his eagle try a foot short 
— for birdie. 

Bradley also eagled the 
15th, hitting a 350-yard 
drive and a 7-iron ap¬ 
proach to 8 feet. 

“I just smashed a driver 
down there,” Bradley said. 
“I had been hitting 3-wood 


and I'm driving the ball so 
well that I just decided to 
rip driver down there." 

He birdied the 16th, hitting 
to 5 feet. 

“It reminds me of when I go 
to Fenway Park,” Bradley 
said. “There’s always like a 
murmur. ... It's really cool. I 
dig it. I wish there was more 
holes like that out here." 

He birdied Nos. 5-8 on his 
back nine, holing putts of 
10 15, 20 and 8 feet. 

“It was such a relief to shoot 
a good number,” Bradley 
said. “I’ve been playing so 
well this whole year and 
haven’t made many putts. 
Today, the putts started to 
go in.” 

Haas also began play on 
No. 10 and made the turn 
at 6-under 30. 

“We all know the way the 
course is playing, if there’s 
no wind on the weekend, 
you’ve just got to keep 
making birdies,” Haas said. 
Last year in the Northern 
Trust Open at Riviera, Haas 
beat Mickelson and Brad¬ 
ley with a 45-foot birdie 
putt on the second hole of 
a playoff. 

“It’s just another day. It’s 
moving day," Haas said. 
“Hopefully, I can move up 
the leaderboard and he 
(Mickelson) doesn't go too 
crazy.”□

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — 

Working separately, John 
and Jim Harbaugh each 
guided their team to the 
Super Bowl. They will be on 
opposite sidelines Sunday, 
John as head coach of 
the Baltimore Ravens and 
Jim with the San Francisco 
49ers. 

Imagine how effective 
they could be if working 
together. 

At their joint news confer¬ 
ence Friday, someone 
asked the brothers if they 
would consider team¬ 
ing up if either should be 
forced out of his current 
post. 

“No question about it,” 
John said. “We’ve had that 
conversation in the past. 

It just never really worked 
out timing-wise. I’d love to 
work for Jim. It would be 
the greatest thing in the 
world.” 

Jim, coach of the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers, said, “Definite¬ 
ly, I would work for him.” 
Super Bowl tradition dic¬ 
tates that the coaches 
meet with the media sepa¬ 
rately two days before the 
Super Bowl. That custom 
was altered Friday be¬ 
cause, after all, two broth¬ 
ers have never before 
coached against each 
other in the Super Bowl. 
Wearing a dark suit, white 
shirt, striped tie and laced 
business shoes, John set¬ 
tled into a director’s chair 
behind a Ravens helmet. 
Jim, wearing a 49ers hat, 
a sweat shirt, khaki pants 
and running shoes, sat in 
an identical chair behind a 
San Francisco helmet. 
Calling it “an exciting mo¬ 
ment,” John ticked off the 
names of family members 
in attendance, including 
his parents. They posed for 
pictures with grandfather 
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brothers could envision working together 


Joe Cipiti on the stage af¬ 
terward, too. 

Jack Harbaugh, their fa¬ 
ther, was a successful col¬ 
lege coach. His sons fol¬ 
lowed in his footsteps, but 
on different paths. There 
was one time, however, 
when the routes nearly 
merged. 

“We almost made it hap¬ 
pen at Stanford at one 
time,” John said. “It would 
be an honor to have him 
on the staff. He’s a great 
coach. You always try to 
get great coaches, and 
there are none better than 
Jim Harbaugh, and I mean 
that seriously. There's no 
better coach in the Na¬ 
tional Football League 
than this guy right here.” 

To which Jim added, “Well, 
Jack Harbaugh.” 

The family coaching tree 
could run even deeper 
one day. Jim's son. Jay, 
works for John as a coach¬ 
ing intern with the Ravens. 
“He's far better than we've 
anticipated, and I knew he 
would be great at what he 
does,” John said. 

The brothers obviously had 
a lot of fun with the situa¬ 
tion, joking with each other 
and sometimes acting like 
a comedy team. 

Someone asked them to 
list their commonalities and 
philosophical differences. 

“I would be hard-pressed 
to spell philosophical right 
now,” Jim said. 

“I know he can’t spell com¬ 
monalities,” John said, not 
missing a beat. 

Although Jack Harbaugh 
has received much of the 
credit for molding the boys 
into coaches, the brothers 
revealed that their mother, 
Jackie, also had a great 
deal of influence on their 
growth into men. 

“There is no one in the fam¬ 
ily who has more competi¬ 
tive fire than my mother. 
She competes like a ma¬ 
niac. She has just always 
believed in us, and I think 
that is the most important 
thing to me. She believed 
in me, John, and Joanie, 
and took us to games and 
played catch with us, shot 
baskets with us, and just 
believed in us.” 

“No one would fight hard¬ 
er for us than our mom, no 
matter what the situation 


was, or teach us how to 
have each other’s back 
and be there for one an¬ 
other,” John said. “We may 
have been talking football 
with dad in the basement, 
but mom was talking about 
other things. There were a 
lot of things going on in our 
world during the ‘70s, and 
Mom was always tuned in 
on those kinds of things." 
Someone asked the broth¬ 
ers whether they consid¬ 
ered how they will handle 
the postgame handshake. 
Jim Harbaugh enraged 
Detroit Lions coach Jim 
Schwartz for giving him a 
quick handshake and a 
hard backslap after a 2011 
game, but that certainly 
won't be an issue Sunday 
night. 

“I’ve given absolutely no 
consideration to the post¬ 
game hand shake or bear 
hug or anything else,” John 
said. “I haven’t thought 
about that for one second. 
Have you, Jim?" 

“I have not," Jim 
confirmed. □

DETROIT (AP) — A lockout- 
delayed and shortened 
NHL season has created a 
spike in fights around the 
league, just as it did the 
last time labor woes led to 
a 48-game season. 

There were 58 fights 
through the first 87 games 
this year, following play on 
Tuesday, an increase from 
39 after the same number 
of games last season, ac¬ 
cording to STATS. During 
the 1994-95 season, there 
were 83 fights over the first 
87 games of that lockout- 
shortened slate, a jump 
from 58 during the same 
stretch previous season. 
“Obviously, you have a 
situation where the players 
are being thrown into the 
immediate intensity of a 
shortened season and that 
certainly may play a role,” 
NHL deputy commissioner 
Bill Daly wrote Thursday 
in an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “We monitor 
these things as well, and 
the number of fighting ma¬ 
jors have decreased signifi¬ 
cantly and begun to nor¬ 
malize over the last week. 
I expect that will continue 
over the balance of the 
season.” 

There were, in fact, fewer 
fighting penalties than 
games on Monday for the 
first time since the season 
started with 12 fights in 13 
games. And on Wednes¬ 
day, there were six fights in 
four games. 

But there were a season- 
high 16 fights in 10 games 
on Tuesday, when Detroit 
Red Wings forward Jordin 
Tootoo and fought two dif¬ 
ferent players in the open¬ 
ing period against the Dal¬ 
las Stars. 

Tootoo has been a part of 
two of the four fights that 
have started within the first 
three seconds of a game 
this season. When the 
gloves drop soon after the 
puck does, the fights seem 
orchestrated by World 
Wrestling Entertainment 
decision-makers. 

“For me personally, noth¬ 
ing is staged,” Tootoo insist¬ 
ed. “It's spontaneous. It’s 
all about the eye contact. 
You kind of say, ‘Let's do 
it,' without saying a word.” 


Some players say they’re 
unleashing pent-up ener¬ 
gy, stored during the four- 
month lockout. 

Others want to give fans 
what they seem to want. 
One 25-year-old player ac¬ 
knowledges he’s fighting 
for his job. Nashville Preda¬ 
tors forward Richard Clune 
has been trying to make it 
back in the NHL since play¬ 
ing in 14 games with the Los 
Angeles Kings three years 
ago. He was in three fights 
in his first five games. 

Clune didn’t play in Nash¬ 
ville’s opener when star de¬ 
fenseman Shea Weber got 
into a rare fight with Colum¬ 
bus forward Jared Boll, the 
first NHL player to five fights 
this season. Clune, perhaps 
not coincidently, was in the 
lineup for the next game 
and tried to make his pres¬ 
ence felt right away by get¬ 
ting penalized for boarding 
in the opening minutes. 

“I play hard and get in the 
other team's faces and 
sometimes it results in drop¬ 
ping the gloves,” Clune 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view before playing on the 
road against the Kings. 

The NHL struggles with its 


public stance toward fight¬ 
ing. 

The league doesn’t want 
to embrace or encourage 
the most violent part of its 
fast-paced, heavy-hitting 
game during a concus¬ 
sion crisis in sports, and with 
some of its former enforc¬ 
ers dying young and unex¬ 
pectedly in 2011. 

And yet fans seem to stand 
and cheer each time 
gloves drop and fists fly. 
Red Wings senior vice presi¬ 
dent Jim Devellano, who 
has four decades of NHL 
front-office experience 
and is in the Hockey Hall of 
Fame, said he used to be 
among the majority of peo¬ 
ple within the game that 
accept fighting as simply 
being a part of the sport.

take over. I’m not a cru¬ 
sader to stop fighting, but 
when I’ve shared my opin¬ 
ion with hockey people, 
they're not really happy 
with what I say.” 

Toronto Maple Leafs coach 
Randy Carlye, who has two 
players — Mike Brown and 
Colton Orr — among the 
league leaders in fights — 
said “fisticuffs” are a part of 
the game that are here to 
stay. 

“I just think it’s a fact of life

Drugmakers paid to delay generics

BRUSSELS - European an¬ 
titrust officials accused 
the drug giants Johnson & 
Johnson and Novartis on 
Thursday of colluding to 
delay availability of a less 
expensive, generic version 
of a powerful medication 
often used to ease severe 
pain in cancer patients. 
The case focuses on 
monthly payments that a 
Netherlands-based subsid¬ 
iary of the U.S. company 
Johnson & Johnson made 
to Sandoz, a unit of the 
Swiss company Novartis. 
While the companies have 
said the payments were 
legitimate, the European 
Union’s antitrust chief said 
Thursday that the money 
probably changed hands 


to keep lower-cost versions 
of a drug called fentanyl 
off the market in the Neth¬ 
erlands. 

European authorities are 
“determined to fight un¬ 
due delays in the market 
entry of generic medi¬ 
cines,” Joaquin Almunia, 
the EU competition com¬ 
missioner, said in a state¬ 
ment this week. 

His office would not dis¬ 
close the amount of mon¬ 
ey the Johnson & Johnson 
unit in the Netherlands, 
Janssen-Cilag, paid to 
Sandoz. Nor would officials 
indicate whether the inves¬ 
tigation would go beyond 
the Netherlands. 
Agreements to delay the 
introduction of generic 
drugs have come under 
heightened scrutiny in 
both Europe and the Unit¬ 
ed States in recent years, 
with regulators on both 


sides of the Atlantic con¬ 
cluding that such deals are 
anti-competitive. In the 
U.S., the Supreme Court is 
scheduled to take up the 
issue in March. 

Typically, such arrange¬ 
ments are a result of patent 
disputes between brand- 
name and generic drug- 
makers, although no such 
dispute was mentioned in 
the most recent case in¬ 
volving Johnson & Johnson 
and Novartis. 

“From our perspective in 
the United States, we hope 
to have a real resolution of 
this issue with the Supreme 
Court this term,” said Jay 
Lefkowitz, a lawyer who 
has represented several 
drug companies in such 
cases. But because many 
companies sell their prod¬ 
ucts around the world. 


“this is something that peo¬ 
ple are taking note of, for 
sure.” 

Fentanyl is widely used in 
Europe and the United 
States, typically paid for 
by government-provided 
health plans or, in many 
U.S. cases, by private insur¬ 
ance. Although the pric¬ 
ing of such drugs is usually 
negotiated behind closed 
doors, generic versions are 
typically much cheaper. 
Almunia warned phar¬ 
maceutical companies 
against practices that 
raised costs for European 
governments, squeezed by 
austerity and an economic 
slowdown, which must buy 
medicines for state-sup- 
ported health care plans. It 
is “important to make sure 
that pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies do not tree-ride our 
welfare state and health 
insurance systems, espe¬ 


cially in this period of con¬ 
straints on public spend¬ 
ing,” he said. 

A goal of European author¬ 
ities has been to increase 
patient access to less costly 
medicines as name-brand 
drug patents worth tens of 
billions of euros expire. The 
end of a drug’s patent pro¬ 
tection - typically up to 25 
years in Europe - can hurt 
a pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany’s bottom line but 
benefits governments and 
private insurers by lowering 
their costs. 

Patent expirations also 
open opportunities for ge¬ 
neric competitors, which 
is why in some cases drug- 
makers have been ac¬ 
cused of paying generic 
competitors to delay bring¬ 
ing their products to mar¬ 
ket. 

A preliminary investigation 
by Almunia's office found 
fhaf Janssen-Cilag made 
fhe payments to stop No¬ 
vartis from selling generic 
fenfanyl in the Netherlands 
for more than a year, from 
July 2005 until December 
2006. That kept prices arti¬ 
ficially high, according to 
the European Commission, 
the EU's administrative 
body that enforces anti¬ 
trust law. 

Both companies will have 
the chance to formally re¬ 
spond to the accusation. 
The commission, which first 
announced the inquiry in 
October 2011, can fine 
companies up to 10 per¬ 
cent of their annual global 
sales for antitrust abuses. 
Penalties are typically low¬ 
er, though, because offi¬ 
cials usually base fines on 
sales of the main product 
involved in the case, and 
then increase the amount 
based on the duration of 
the offense and other fac¬ 
tors. 

Fentanyl is a painkiller that 
is stronger than morphine, 
according to the commis¬ 
sion. In skin-patch form, 
which is fhe fype af issue in 
fhe investigation, the drug 
is used to relieve moderate 
to severe pain that lasts 
for a long time, does not 
go away and cannot be 
treated with other medi¬ 
cations, according to the 
website of the U.S. National 
Library of MedicineO

Regular 
physical activity has been 
shown to decrease the risk 
of developing dementia 
and Alzheimer's disease 
by nearly half. Strive for at 
least 30 minutes a day. 
Sleep. Imaging of the

The body 
reacts to chronic stress 
by increasing production 
of the hormone cortisol, 
which has been linked to 
memory loss. Don't smoke. 
Aside from increasing your 
risk of lung damage and 
heart disease, smoking 
can affect blood flow to 
the brain. One study on 
the effects of smoking on 
more 5,000 people con¬ 
cluded that smokers were 
much less likely to retain

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Research firm: Apple now biggest U.S. phone seller

NEW YORK (AP) — The launch of the 
iPhone 5 and the declining popular¬ 
ity of non-smartphones have made 
Apple the biggest seller of phones in 
the U.S. for the first time, research firm 
Strategy Analytics said Friday. The 
firm estimates that Apple shipped 
17.7 million iPhones of all kinds to U.S. 
buyers in the October to December 
period, meaning it accounted for 
one in three new phones. 

Samsung Electronics of Korea was 
close behind, shipping 16.8 million 
phones, including non-smart ones. 
Samsung has been the largest seller 
of phones to the U.S. market since 
2008, Strategy Analytics said. 

NPD Group, another research firm, 
found that Samsung phones still out¬ 
sold the iPhone in the quarter, by 
31 percent to 29 percent. It tracks 
retails sales while Strategy Analytics 
tracks shipments, so the numbers 
are not directly comparable. 
Worldwide, it's clear that Samsung 
is still the biggest phone vendor with 


23 percent of the market, accord¬ 
ing to a third research firm, IDC. Ap¬ 
ple is number three, with 9.9 percent 
of the market. In between sits Nokia 
with 17.9 percent. 

Samsung beats Apple globally even 
when only smartphones are con¬ 
sidered. It shipped 63.7 million units 
worldwide versus Apple's 47.8 mil¬ 
lion. 

IPhones are more expensive than 
most Samsung smartphones. They're 
well within reach for U.S. buyers, but 
not for buyers in the developing 
world, where cheaper phones run¬ 
ning Google Inc.’s Android operat¬ 
ing system dominate. 

In the U.S., iPhone sales are usually 
very strong in the first few months 
after a new model is released. They 
then taper off. That means Samsung 
could regain the phone crown as 
early as this quarter, as measured by 
Strategy Analytics. 

NPD said the iPhone 5 was the single 
most popular phone in the U.S. in the 
holiday quarter. The Samsung Gal¬ 
axy S III was No. 2, followed by the 
older iPhone models, the 4S and 40

Sony likely to unveil next PlayStation on Feb. 20

NEW YORK (AP) — Sony is 
poised to unveil the next 
PlayStation game console 
on Feb. 20, a date that 
would give the Japanese 
electronics company a 
head start over Microsoft’s 
expected announcement 
of an Xbox 360 successor in 
June. 

Sony Corp. invited journal¬ 
ists to an evening press 
event in New York City. 
The company has not said 
what it plans to show off, 
but signs indicate that it'll 


be the PlayStation 4. Sony 
would only say that it “will 
deliver and speak about 
the future PlayStation busi¬ 
ness." 

Such a console would fol¬ 
low Nintendo's Wii U, which 
launched last fall, and pre¬ 
cede Microsoft Corp.’s next 
Xbox game console, which 
will likely be unveiled in 
June at the E3 video game 
conference in Los Angeles. 
Wedbush analyst Michael 
Pachter said it’s a “super 
smart" move for Sony to 
pre-empt Microsoft. This 


way, the PlayStation 4 will 
get the spotlight without 
much competition. 

The currently available 
PlayStation 3 went on sale 
in 2006, a year after the 
Xbox 360. But Xbox 360 has 
been more popular, largely 
because of its robust online 
service, Xbox Live, which al¬ 
lows people to play games 
with others online. The Wii 
is still the top seller among 
the three consoles, though 
it has lost momentum in re¬ 
cent years. 

The Wii U was the first of the 
newest generation of video 


game consoles to launch, 
but sales so far have been 
disappointing. Nintendo 
Co.'s president, Satoru 
Iwata, acknowledged re¬ 
cently that the Wii U and 
the handheld Nintendo 
3Ds didn't do well over the 
holidays, but he ruled out a 
price cut for the new con¬ 
sole. 

All three console mak¬ 
ers are trying to position 
their devices as entertain¬ 
ment hubs that go be¬ 
yond games as they try to 
stay relevant in the age of 
smartphones and tablet 


computers. Such hubs can 
deliver TV shows, movies 
and music. 

The Wii U has a TV-watching 
feature called TVii. With it, 
the console’s touch-screen 
GamePad controller be¬ 
comes a remote control for 
your TV and set-top box. TVii 
groups your favorite shows 
and sports events together, 
whether it’s on live TV or an 
Internet video service such 
as Hulu Plus. And it offers 
water-cooler moments you 
can chat about on social 
media. □

US-based automakers, Toyota report big sales gains

DETROIT (AP) — American 
consumers ignored tax 
increases and tromped 
through the winter chill to 
buy new cars and trucks at 
an unusually strong pace 
last month. 

“(January) was like a 
sprinter out of the starting 
blocks,” said Mike Jackson, 
CEO of AutoNation Inc., 
the largest U.S. auto deal¬ 
ership chain. 

Analysts said it will likely 
be the best January in five 
years once all automakers 
report. Sales at Toyota rose 
27 percent, and they were 
up 22 percent at Ford. GM 
and Chrysler each report¬ 
ed 16 percent gains com¬ 
pared with a year earlier. 
The figures so far show that 
the auto industry remains 
a bright spot in a tepid U.S. 


economic recovery. 

The results left the industry 
optimistic about the new 
year. Businesses bought 
more trucks. Consumers — 
whose cars have reached 
a record average of 11.3 
years old — are ready to 


buy, and banks are mak¬ 
ing it easier with low inter¬ 
est rates and looser credit 
terms. 

The stock market may also 
have inspired car buyers — 
the Standard & Poor’s 500 
index had its strongest Jan¬ 


uary since 1997. Also, em¬ 
ployers have been hiring at 
a steady if not spectacular 
pace. 

“We're in a fundamental¬ 
ly sound trajectory," said 
Mustafa Mohatarem, chief 
economist for GM. He said 
the recovery from the 
Great Recession in 2008 is 
still modest, but “those re¬ 
coveries tend to be much 
more sustainable.” 
Whatever the incentive, 
people didn’t let chilly 
weather, or the heavier 
hand of the U.S. Treasury, 
stop them from car shop¬ 
ping. 

Chrysler estimated that 
total U.S. industry sales hit 
an annual rate of 15.5 mil¬ 
lion in January. If that holds 
for the rest of the year, 
automakers will sell 1 mil¬ 
lion more vehicles than in 
2012, when sales rose 13 
percentO 


U.S. adds 157,000 jobs; jobless rate edges up to 7.9%

American employers add¬ 
ed 157,000 jobs in January 
compared with a revised 
196,000 jobs the previous 
month, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment reported Friday. 

The unemployment rate 
was little changed at 7.9 
percent, about where it 
has been stuck since Sep¬ 
tember. 

On the bright side, revised 
government data showed 
that the economy added 


335,000 more jobs than 
originally estimated during 
all of 2012, including an 
additional 150,000 in the 
last quarter of the year. 
That was on top of the 
previously reported fourth- 
quarter job growth of 
603,000 and 2012 growth 
of 2.2 million. 

The higher revisions, in 
particular, encouraged 
traders on Wall Street, 
sending the Dow Jones in¬ 
dustrial average over the 
14,000-point mark for the 
first time since 2007. 


Still, job growth has been 
modest compared with 
previous recoveries, and 
economists saw little in 
January’s report to suggest 
that hiring would pick up 
soon. 

“I think it’s going to be 
a tough slog here,” said 
Joshua Shapiro, chief U.S.

“There are plenty of head¬ 
winds out there for the 
economy.

Construction has been one 
of fhe more encouraging 
sectors, adding jobs each 
of the last tour months. 

The hiring there was prob¬ 
ably because of a combi¬ 
nation of rebuilding from 
Hurricane Sandy, unsea¬ 
sonably warm weather 
that led to fewer work stop¬ 
pages, and the nascent 
housing recovery, said Ian

Mattel 4Q results miss Wall Street’s expectations

NEW YORK (AP) — It was a 

blue Christmas in toyland. 
Weak demand over the 
holidays tor toys like Barbie 
and Matchbox led Mat¬ 
tel's results to fall shorf of 
expectafions in fhe key 
holiday quarter. A litigation 
charge also weighed on 
results and net income fell 
17 percent. 

Still the results from the 
world’s largest toymaker 
came in stronger than 
the overall toy industry, 
and company execu¬ 
tives vowed to do better 


in 2013. The fourth quarter 
is key because toy makers 
can make up to 40 per¬ 
cent of annual sales during 
fhe period.

The news follows smaller- 
rival Hasbro’s announce¬ 


ment last week that the 
maker of Scrabble and Fur- 
by robotic pets would cut 
jobs after revenue came 
in lower than expected for 
the quarter on weak de- 
mand.Toy makers are fac¬ 
ing a slowdown in devel¬ 
oped markets such as the 
U.S. and Europe as mobile 
devices and electronics 
steal attention from toys 
and consumers hold back 
on spending due to the un¬ 
certain economy. 

In 2012, overall U.S. toy 
sales declined slightly to 
$16.5 billion from $16.6 bil¬ 
lion, according to research 


firm the NPD Group. 

During the holiday quar¬ 
ter, consumers faced what 
Mattel CEO Bryan Stock- 
ton called the “1,2, 3 eco¬ 
nomic punch," of shrinking 
GDP, waning consumer 
confidence and worry 
over the fiscal cliff. 

“I’m not satisfied wifh our 
US consumer take away 
and look to do better in 
2013,” said Stockton, who 
just finished his first year as 
Mattel’s CEO. “Looking to¬

NEW YORK (AP) — The Dow 

closed above 14,000 on 
Friday for the first time in 
more than five years. 

Sure, itwasjusta numberon 
a board. But it was enough 
to raise the hopes of some 
investors and cause oth¬ 
ers concern about an 
overheated market. And 
it brought reminders of a 
different era, back before 
the financial crisis rocked 
the world economy. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average, a stock market 
index that is supposed to 
be a benchmark for how 
the entire market is far¬ 
ing, had been rising fairly 
steadily for about a month. 
On Friday, strong auto 
sales and optimism about 
U.S. jobs pushed it over the 
mark. The Dow is now just 
155 points away from its 
highest close ever. 

“There’s a newfound en¬ 
thusiasm for the equity 


market,” said Jim Russell, 
regional investment direc¬ 
tor at U.S. Bank Wealth 
Management in Minne¬ 
apolis. But market watch¬ 
ers were divided over what 
the Dow milestone — or 
even what a potential 
new all-time high — really 
means. To some, it’s an im¬ 
portant booster to hearts 
and minds, making inves¬ 
tors feel optimistic and thus 
more willing to bet on the 
market. “The Dow touching 
14,000, it matters psycho¬ 
logically,” said Peter Cardi- 
llo, chief market economist 
at Rockwell Global Capital 
in New York. “It attracts 
smaller investors." 

The Dow ended Friday 
149.21 points, or 1.1 per¬ 
cent, higher to 14,009.79. 
The other indexes were 
also up. The S&P 500 rose 
15.06, or 1 percent, to 
1,513.17. The Nasdaq com¬ 
posite index was up 36.97, 
or 1.2 percent, to 3,179.10. 
Since April 2011, investors 


have pulled more cash out 
of U.S. stock mutual funds 
than they’ve put in, ac¬ 
cording to the Investment 
Company Institute. In the 
past three weeks, though, 
that trend has reversed. 


which could make January 
the first month in nearly two 
years where stock-focused 
funds had a net inflow. 

To others, though, Dow 


14,000 is nothing but a 
number, a sign more of 
how traders feel than of 
the economy. And it’s not 
even the best number on 
the board, some traders 
say. Professional investors 


usually pay more heed 
to the Standard & Poor’s 
main index, which tracks 
500 companies compared 
to the Dow’s 30. The Dow 


garners attention, they say, 
because it’s more familiar 
to the general public. 

Joe Gordon, managing 
partner at Gordon Asset 
Management in North Car¬ 
olina, wasn’t celebrating 
Friday. Fie thinks the gains 
won’t last. The fact that 
small investors are finally 
piling back in the stock 
market, he said, is not a 
reason for optimism but a 
sign that it’s getting over¬ 
hyped and due to fall. 
After the Dow hit its all-time 
record in 2007, it fell almost 
steadily for the next year 
and a half. It lost more than 
half its value before start¬ 
ing to tick back up again. 
“It is good trivia to talk 
about on television and 
the radio,” Gordon said, 
referring to the 14,000 
mark. “It's meaningless to 
the average professional.” 
And for workers still unem¬ 
ployed by the financial cri¬ 
sis, he said, “it really means 
nothing to them.”Q

Refining margins boost 4Q profit at Exxon Mobil

DALLAS (AP) — Exxon Mo¬ 
bil Corp. said Friday that 
fourth-quarter earnings 
rose 6 percent to $9.95 bil¬ 
lion with help from higher 
refining profit margins. 

The oil giant barely missed 
a record for full-year earn¬ 
ings. It earned $44.88 bil¬ 
lion in 2012, about $340 
million shy of its 2008 mark 
of $45.22 billion, an all-time 


high for a publicly traded 
company. 

Exxon still makes most of 
its money by producing oil 
and gas, but that end of 
the business was less profit¬ 
able than a year ago be¬ 
cause of lower prices and 
production. The company 
made up the difference in 
the refining business. 

The biggest U.S. oil com¬ 
pany said Friday that net 
income equaled $2.20 per 


share, compared with $9.4 
billion, or $1.97 per share, 
a year earlier. But revenue 
fell 5 percent to $115.17 bil¬ 
lion, a drop of $6.44 billion. 
Analysts surveyed by Fact- 
Set expected profit of 
$1.99 per share on revenue 
of $115.22 billion. 

Profit from exploration 
and production of oil and 
gas fell 12 percent but 
still totaled $7.76 billion, 
more than three-fourths 


of Exxon’s income for the 
quarter. Production fell 5 
percent, oil prices dipped, 
and the company took 
in less money from asset 
sales. 

Exxon produces most of 
its oil outside the United 
States. Profit from overseas 
production tumbled by 
nearly one-fifth, but Exxon 
partly offset that by boost¬ 
ing its profit from U.S. pro¬ 
duction by more than one- 


third. 

Outside of exploration 
and production, most of 
Exxon’s other profit comes 
from refining and selling 
petroleum products such 
as gasoline, diesel and jet 
fuel. That business did very 
well in the fourth quarter, 
earning $1.8 billion, an in¬ 
crease of more than $1.3 
billion from a year earlier, 
mainly due to higher refin¬ 
ing margins. □

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APNewsBreak: U.S.: Warming imperils wolverines

BILLINGS, Montana (AP) 

— The tenacious wolver¬ 
ine, a snow-loving carni¬ 
vore sometimes called the 
“mountain devil,” is being 
added to the list of spe¬ 
cies threatened by climate 
change — a dubious dis¬ 
tinction that puts it in the 
ranks of the polar bear 
and several other animals 
that could see their habi¬ 
tats shrink drastically due 
to warming temperatures. 
Federal wildlife officials 
Friday proposed Endan¬ 
gered Species Act protec¬ 
tions for the wolverine in 
the Lower 48 states. That’s 
a step twice denied under 
the Bush administration, 
then delayed in 2010 when 
the Obama administration 
said other imperiled spe¬ 
cies had priority.It's likely to 
mean an end to trapping 
the animals for their fur. 

But U.S. said they won’t 
use the animal’s status as 
a means to regulate the 
greenhouse gases blamed 
in climate change. And 
other human activities — 
from snowmobiling and 
skiing to infrastructure de¬ 
velopment and transporta¬ 
tion corridors — would not 
be curtailed because they 
do not appear to be signifi¬ 
cant threats to wolverines, 
officials said. There are an 
estimated 250 to 300 wol¬ 
verines in the contiguous 
U.S., clustered in small, iso¬ 
lated groups primarily in 
the Northern Rockies of 
Montana, Idaho, Wyoming 
and Washington. Larger 
populations persist in Alas¬ 
ka and Canada. 

Maxing out at 40 pounds 
(18 kilograms) and tough 
enough to stand up to griz¬ 
zly bears, the animals will 
be no match for anticipat¬ 
ed declines in deep moun-

tain snows female wolver¬ 
ines need to establish dens 
and raise their young, sci¬ 
entists said. 

In some areas suitable 
habitat could disappear 
entirely, officials said. 

Yet because those losses 
could take decades to 
unfold, federal wildlife of¬ 
ficials said there’s still time 
to bolster the population, 
including by reintroducing 
them to the high moun¬ 
tains of Colorado. 

“This is a species there 
is still time to do some¬ 
thing about," said Mike 
Thabault, ecological ser¬ 
vices director for the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service’s 
mountain-prairie region.

Wildlife advocates, who 
sued to force the govern¬ 
ment to act on the issue, 
said the animal's plight 
should be used by the 
Obama administration to 
leverage tighter restric¬ 
tions on greenhouse gas 
emissions. As with the po¬ 
lar bear, the government 
is seeking to sidestep that 


thorny proposition by not 
addressing threats outside 
the wolverine’s immedi¬ 
ate range. Thabault said 
the agency would be on 
tenuous scientific grounds 
if it tried to draw a link be¬ 
tween specific emission 
sources and impacts on 
wolverines. Advocates ex¬ 
pressed disappointment, 
with Noah Greenwald from 
the Center for Biological 
Diversity saying the admin¬ 
istration “should not be ex¬ 
empting greenhouse gas 
emissions from the Endan¬ 
gered Species Act.” 

John Martin, a Washington, 
D.C. attorney for the en¬ 
ergy industry during litiga¬ 
tion over polar bears, said 
he doesn’t expect any 
change in the administra¬ 
tion’s policy against using 
endangered wildlife to 
regulate emissions. 

Friday’s proposal would 
allow Colorado’s wildlife 
agency to reintroduce an 
experimental population 
of wolverines that eventu¬ 
ally could spill into neigh¬ 
boring portions of New 
Mexico and Wyoming. 

But the proposal would shut 


down wolverine trapping in 
Montana, the only one of 
the Lower 48 states where 
the practice is still allowed. 
Once found throughout 
the Rocky Mountains and 
in California’s Sierra Ne¬ 
vada mountain range, 
wolverines were wiped out 
across most of the U.S. by 
the 1930s due to unregu¬ 
lated trapping and poi¬ 
soning campaigns, said 
Bob Inman, a wolverine 
researcher with the Wildlife 
Conservation Society. 

In the decades since, they 
have largely recovered in 
the Northern Rockies but 
not in other parts of their 
historical range. 

While reintroducing the 
animals further south might 
seem counterintuitive, 
Inman said Colorado's 
abundance of 14,000-foot 
(4,300-meter) mountains 
make it ideally suited as a 
refuge for the animals as 
warmer temperatures set 
in at lower elevations. 

Only one wolverine cur¬ 
rently inhabits the state, a 
male that wandered down 
several years ago from 
northern Wyoming.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Over the 
past quarter of a century, 
37 different actresses have 
played the female lead in 
“The Phantom of the Op¬ 
era” on Broadway. All 37 
have been dressed by one 
woman: Erna Dias. 

“I have no favorites. You 
can’t do that," says Dias, 
who has been a wardrobe 
attendant with the show 
at the Majestic Theater in 
New York since rehearsals 
began.She oversees each 
actress’ 16 nightly costume 
changes — one so short 
she has only 34 seconds 
to get it done — and has 
rearranged her vacations 
to ensure she's present for 
each new heroine mak¬ 
ing her debut as Christine 
Daae. 

“To keep this fresh, when 
I come in, I try to think of 
every night as opening 
night,” she says. “I’ve been 
in this business 36 years and 
I never thought this show 
was going to last this long. 
This is unbelievable.” 

The show is celebrating its 
record-setting silver an¬ 
niversary and it has eye¬ 
popping numbers — gross¬ 
ing over $887 million, using 
1,600 tons of dry ice and 
having its famous chan¬ 
delier travel 4 million feet. 
But behind the numbers 
and behind the scenes, it is 
people like Dias who have 
kept “The Phantom of the 
Opera" going, one outfit at 
a time. 

It's people like David Cad¬ 
dick, the Grammy-winning 
musical supervisor who also 
frequently conducts the 
show dressed in Edward¬ 
ian tails. His hair has grown 
gray over the 25 years he’s 
been with “Phantom.” 

“It keeps going because 
people want it to keep go¬ 
ing,” says Caddick, who 
leads the show's tours as 
well. “We have an audi¬ 
ence that keeps coming 
back, and a new audi¬ 
ence who have never 
seen it, and everyone’s 
very grateful for that.” 

The musical opened on 
London’s West End at the 
1,200-seat Her Majesty’s 
Theatre on Oct. 9, 1986, 
with Michael Crawford 


and Sarah Brightman in the 
lead roles. It crossed the 
Atlantic and opened on 
Broadway on Jan. 26, 1988, 
and has clocked more 
than 10,400 performances, 
becoming the Great White 
Way’s longest-running 
show ever. 

“Every single show is a pio¬ 
neer into the future. Every 
single one makes it that 
much further,” says actor 
Richard Poole, who has 
played Joseph Buquet in 
the show for 14 1/2 years. 
“It’s an incredible blessing 
to be in something like this 
because you don't go into 
this business for security.” 
Based on a novel by Gas¬ 
ton Leroux, “Phantom" tells 
the story of a deformed 
composer who haunts the 
Paris Opera House and falls 
madly in love with an inno¬ 
cent young soprano, Chris¬ 
tine. Andrew Lloyd Web¬ 
ber’s lavish songs include 
“Masquerade,” “’Angel of 
Music,” "All I Ask of You,” 
"The Phantom of the Op¬ 
era” and “The Music of 
the Night." The musical 
has played to over 130 mil¬ 
lion people in 27 countries 
and has grossed over $5.6 
billion worldwide — more 
than any film in history, in¬ 
cluding “Avatar,” "Titan¬ 
ic,” "Gone With the Wind” 
and “Star Wars.” 

In the New York produc¬ 
tion, Poole plays an un¬ 
pleasant, drunken opera 
stagehand who is killed 
before intermission — “It's 
rough dying eight times a 
week," he cracks — but re¬ 
turns to play various other 
smaller roles the rest of the 
night. He’s a classic team 
player. 

“Even the short time that 
I’ve been here — com¬ 
paratively — I see people 
come and go, but I see the 
standard — the bench¬ 
mark — remain the same,” 
he says. “That is attributed 
to the people who are re¬ 
ally in it every single day, 
week, month, year, de¬ 
cade.” The show has en¬ 
dured through blackouts, 
9/11, economic recessions 
and Superstorm Sandy, a 
flood in the theater due 
to plumping problems and 
one Christine popping her 
Achilles tendon. It also sur¬ 


vived Poole losing some 
teeth. 

He explains that a few 
years back, he cracked 
five teeth on a piece of 
equipment but kept going 
that week with some tem¬ 
porary teeth. Then, one 
night onstage, he said the 
word “ghost” and two of 
his temporaries flew out of 
his mouth, landing several 
feet away at the foot of 
another actor. 

“I'm realizing at that point 
that these teeth are worth 
a lot more than my dig¬ 
nity of picking them up,” 
he says. “I thought, ‘I’m 
a stagehand.’ I reached 
down, picked them up 
and put them back in. Ev¬ 
eryone was going, ‘Ugh!’ 
— which is perfect for the 


character.” 

What has fueled Dias, 
Caddick and Poole every 
night for all these years has 


been the sense of obliga¬ 
tion they have to inspire 
another generation and 
pass along their passion.□ 
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Sylvester Stallone supports assault weapon ban

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) — 

Sylvester Stallone says that 
despite his “Rambo” image 
and new shoot-em-up film 
“Bullet to the Head,” he’s in 
favor of new national gun 
control legislation. 

Stallone supported the 1994 
“Brady bill” that included a 
now-expired ban on assault 
weapons, and hopes that 
ban can be reinstated. 

“I know people get (up¬ 
set) and go, ‘They’re going 
to take away the assault 
weapon.’ Who ... needs an 
assault weapon? Like really, 
unless you’re carrying out 
an assault.... You can’t hunt 
with it. ... Who's going to at¬ 
tack your house, a (exple¬ 
tive) army?” 


The 66-year-old actor, writer 
and director said he also 
hopes for an additional fo¬ 
cus on mental health to pre¬ 
vent future mass shootings. 
“It's unbelievably horrible, 
what’s happened. I think the 
biggest problem, seriously, is 
not so much guns. It’s that 
every one of these people 
that have done these things 
in the past 30 years are frig- 
gin’ crazy. Really crazy! And 
that's where we've dropped 
the ball: mental health,” he 
said. “That to me is our big¬ 
gest problem in the future, is 
insanity coupled with isola¬ 
tion.” 

Stallone is now in production 
on his next project, pairing 
up with the former “Rag¬ 
ing Bull” Robert De Niro for 
“Grudge Match,” about 


two aging boxers. 

“People think it's going to 
be some geezer brawl. Re¬ 
ally? OK, they're in for a 
surprise. I’m telling you. I’ve 
been working on the fight, 
the choreography. He’s 
taking it deadly serious. Be¬ 
cause no one wants to be 
shown up," Stallone said of 
De Niro. “It's going to be like 
a ‘Rocky’ fight. This will be 
‘Rocky 7,’ with me fighting 
— with Rocky fighting the 
‘Raging Bull.'”Q

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A Second Gop 
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Manti And The Mating Game

On the surface, Republicans are 
already doing a good job of be¬ 
ginning to change their party. 
Gov. Bobby Jindal of Louisiana 
gave a speech to the Republi¬ 
can National Committee calling 
on Republicans to stop being 
the stupid party, to stop insulting 
the intelligence of the American 
people. 

Rep. Paul Ryan gave a fine 
speech to the National Review 
Institute calling for prudence in¬ 
stead of spasmodic protest. The 
new senator for Texas, Ted Cruz, 
gave a speech to the same 
gathering saying the Republi¬ 
cans should be focusing on the 
least fortunate 47 percent of 
Americans. 

But, so far, there have been more 
calls for change than actual evi¬ 
dence of change. In his speech, 
for example, Jindal spanked his 
party for its stale cliches but then 
repeated the same Republican 
themes that have earned his 
party its 33 percent approval rat¬ 
ings: Government bad. Entrepre¬ 
neurs good. 

In this reinvention process. Re¬ 
publicans seem to have spent 
no time talking to people who 
didn’t already vote for them. 
Change is hard because people 
don’t only think on the surface 
level. Deep down people have 
mental maps of reality - embed¬ 
ded sets of assumptions, narra¬ 
tives and terms that organize 
thinking. Since Barry Goldwater, 
the central Republican narra¬ 
tive has been what you might 
call the Encroachment Story: The 
core problem of American life is 
that voracious government has 
been steadily encroaching upon 
individuals and local communi¬ 
ties. The core American conflict, 
in this view, is between Big Gov¬ 
ernment and Personal Freedom. 
While losing the popular vote in 
five of the past six presidential 
elections, the flaws of this men¬ 
tality have become apparent. 
First, if opposing government is 
your primary objective, it’s hard 
to have a positive governing pro¬ 
gram. 

As Bill Kristol pointed out at the 
National Review event, the GOP 
fiercely opposed the Dodd- 
Frank financial regulation law 
but never offered an alternative. 
The party opposed Obamacare 
but never offered a replace¬ 
ment. John Podhoretz of Com¬ 
mentary added that as soon as 
Republicans start talking about 
what kind of regulations and pro¬ 
grams that government should 
promote, they get accused by 
colleagues of being Big Govern¬ 
ment conservatives. 


The next problem with this men¬ 
tality is that it makes it hard for 
Republicans to analyze social 
and economic problems that 
don’t flow directly from big gov¬ 
ernment. For example, we are 
now at the end of the era in 
which a rising tide lifts all boats. 
Republicans like Mitt Romney 
can talk about improving the 
overall business climate with 
lower taxes and lighter regula¬ 
tion, but regular voters sense that 
that won’t necessarily help them 
because wages no longer keep 
pace with productivity gains. 
Americans are still skeptical of 
Washington. If you shove a big 
government program down their 
throats they will recoil. But many 
of their immediate problems flow 
from globalization, the turmoil of 
technological change and so¬ 
cial decay, and they’re looking 
for a bit of help. Moreover, given 
all the anti-government rhetoric, 
they will never trust these Re¬ 
publicans to reform cherished 
programs like Social Security 
and Medicare. You can’t be for 
entitlement reform and today’s 
GOP, because politically the two 
will never go together. 

Can current Republicans 
change their underlying mental¬ 
ity to adapt to these realities? 
Intellectual history says no. Peo¬ 
ple almost never change their 
underlying narratives or uncon¬ 
scious frameworks. Moreover, in 
the South and rural West, where 
most Republicans are from, the 
Encroachment Story has deep 
historic and psychological roots. 
Anti-Washington, anti-urban sen¬ 
timent has characterized those 
cultures for decades. 

It’s probably futile to try to 
change current Republicans. It’s 
smarter to build a new wing of 
the Republican Party, one that 
can compete in the Northeast, 
the mid-Atlantic states, in the up¬ 
per Midwest and along the West 
Coast. It’s smarter to build a new 
division that is different the way 
the Westin is different than the 
Sheraton. 

The second GOP wouldn’t be 
based on the Encroachment Sto¬ 
ry. It would be based on the idea 
that America is being hit simulta¬ 
neously by two crises, which you 
might call the Mancur Olson crisis 
and the Charles Murray crisis. 
Olson argued that nations de¬ 
cline because their aging institu¬ 
tions get bloated and sclerotic 
and retard national dynamism. 
Murray argues that America is 
coming apart, dividing into two 
nations - one with high educa¬ 
tion levels, stable families and 
good opportunities and the 
other with low education levels, 
unstable families and bad op¬ 
portunities. 

The second GOP would tack¬ 
le both problems at once. It 
would be filled with people who 
recoiled at President Barack 
Obama’s second inaugural ad¬ 
dress because of its excessive 
faith in centralized power, but 
who don’t share the absolute 
anti-government story of the cur¬ 
rent GOP. 

Would a coastal and Midwestern 
GOP sit easily with the Southern 
and Western one? No, but major¬ 
ity parties are usually coalitions of 
the incompatible. This is really the 
only chance Republicans have. 
The question is: Who’s going to 
build a second GOP?Q 
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As we wring our hands over the 
impulsive hookups and Internet 
hoaxes of modern romance, let 
us pause a moment and travel 
back to the days long before 
text messages, Photoshop and 
all other manner of digital bed¬ 
lam. Let us return to a halcyon 
world of agrarian ways and con¬ 
template the unflustered situa¬ 
tion of a fertile lass on the cusp of 
womanhood centuries ago. 
What options she had! They were 
culled from the burg she lived in 
and maybe from the next village 
over, so that her total popula¬ 
tion of potential suitors - men in 
an acceptable age range, with 
discernible pulses and a majority 
of their limbs - was five if she was 
lucky, three if the burg had just 
emerged from a period of sav¬ 
age smallpox. And while her eye 
might be drawn to the lad with 
the least rotted teeth, Ma and Pa 
knew better, not so much nudg¬ 
ing as commanding her toward 
the one whose family had the 
most livestock. They understood 
that meat, not mirth, would sus¬ 
tain her and her brood over the 
harsh winters to come, and that 
love meant never having to say 
you’re hungry. 

Are we really worse off now? In 
the annals of mating, are the 
straits we’re in so dire? 

From the commentary about 
Manti Te’o and from the angst 


vented in news reports and on 
blogs, you certainly get that 
sense. “The End of Courtship?” 
lamented a recent headline in 
The Times; the story with it traced 
the waning of wining and din¬ 
ing, the triumph of Facebook up¬ 
dates over face-to-face heart-to- 
hearts. Apparently the avenues 
by which lusty millennial come 
to grope and perchance know 
one another are brusque, con¬ 
fused and rife with deception, 
and probably aren’t reliable pre¬ 
cursors to unions of enduring bliss. 
Which is to say: They’re as im¬ 
perfect as they’ve always been. 
While we Homo sapiens have 
paired off in diverse methods 
across disparate epochs, we’ve 
seldom done it with ample infor¬ 
mation or any particular finesse. 
There was no saner, better yes¬ 
teryear: just a different set of cus¬ 
toms, a different brand of clumsi¬ 
ness. 

And where there’s sex, there’s 
subterfuge, a truism that runs from 
“Cyrano de Bergerac” through 
“The Crying Game.” It’s what the 
makers of Spanx depend on and 
the peddlers of Botox profit from. 
All is fair in love and the eradi¬ 
cation of unwanted bulges and 
creases. 

True, cyberspace and smart¬ 
phones have ushered in such 
present-day distinctions as the 
fully fictional avatar, the wholly 
disembodied relationship and 
the instantaneously arranged 
mashing of genitals. But illusion, 
assumption and haste have had 
starring roles in our amorous es¬ 
capades before. 

Think about war brides and war¬ 
time romances, about couples 
from the greatest generation 
who met just before D-Day or 
traded glances at the USO and 
then did their tortured wooing al¬ 
most entirely by post. What they 
took wasn’t an accurate mea¬ 
sure of each other but a leap of 
faith. 

And as vessels of self-revelation, 
were letters much more trustwor¬ 
thy than tweets? Couldn’t their 
authors labor mightily over the 
flaunting of an invented wisdom, 
the flashing of a borrowed wit? 


Beth Bailey, a historian at Temple 
University, told me that during the 
19th century, when such missives 
were considered “an essential 
way to get to know people,” 
there were how-to books that 
provided not only letter-writing 
templates but also “phrases for 
how to communicate your true 
self.” 

Until the dawn of cars and great¬ 
er mobility, there wasn’t dating 
as we came to understand it; 
there were visits on porches and 
in parlors, often under the intru¬ 
sive gazes of nattering relatives. 
“It was very limiting,” said Andrew 
Cherlin, a sociologist at Johns 
Hopkins University. 

And there weren’t all that many 
visits, either. Cherlin said that a 
person back then might meet his 
or her spouse just 10 times before 
marrying, and that this minimal 
contact enabled you to “pres¬ 
ent yourself much differently than 
you will later on.” 

In the 1950s, with its drive-in diners 
and back-seat fumbling, teenag¬ 
ers in lust finally had quality time 
away from meddlesome parents, 
going off to sock hops and going 
steady. But the choreographed 
roles they played and the chau¬ 
vinistic rituals they obeyed didn’t 
necessarily tease out someone’s 
real personality and definitely 
didn’t give young women any¬ 
thing approaching full autono¬ 
my. 

There’s no ideal stratagem for 
figuring out whom any one of us 
should be with and how to chart a 
course to that person, no fail-safe 
process for determining whether 
a twosome will endure. The act 
of getting together, whether bro¬ 
kered by yenta or Yahoo, is one 
of willed credulousness and wish¬ 
ful thinking as much as anything 
else, the triumph of optimism over 
morning breath. 

And it’s a wager, because peo¬ 
ple have hidden layers, hidden 
intentions. Your beloved could 
switch political parties. Your hook¬ 
up could insist on a soundtrack 
of Celine Dion. Not knowing 
what’s in store is the very soul of 
romance: what makes it so scary, 
and what makes it so thrilling. □

Super Bowl Scalpers Score! 
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NEW ORLEANS - Steve Si- 
gel has spent Super Bowl 
week running around this 
city with backpacks stuffed 
with thousands of dollars 
in cash. After leaving their 
base of operations - a re¬ 
cently rented house in a 
residential neighborhood 
- he and an associate dart 
in and out of public places 
like coffee shops and ho¬ 
tel lobbies, locations they 
have deemed safe for 
the frequent, high-money 
transactions they deal with. 
“You've got to have the 
cash," Sigel said. “No¬ 
body's going to take a 
check from you because 
they don’t know you, so 
you’ve got to be prepared 
and ready.” 

This may sound illicit, but 
what these two middle- 


aged men are doing is, 
in fact, legal. Sigel is a li¬ 
censed ticket broker, and 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of Super Bowl 
tickets will pass through his 
hands this week. For Sigel, 
just like the National Foot¬ 
ball League, this is the pin¬ 
nacle of the year. 

“The Super Bowl is our single 
biggest event,” said Sigel, 
who agreed to provide a 
rare look inside the lucra¬ 


tive world of ticket resale 
operations. 

Sigel and other ticket bro¬ 
kers will spend the week 
leading up to Sunday’s Su¬ 
per Bowl trying to buy as 
many tickets to the game 
as they can and then sell 
them at a profit. Sigel buys 
tickets with cash in hand- 
to-hand transactions, then 
posts them for sale on his 
company’s website, which 
is technically based in Illi¬ 
nois, where the reselling of 
tickets is legal. When buy¬ 
ers contact him through 
the website, they can go to 
a makeshift ticket pickup 
center - essentially a table 
manned by Sigel’s sister at 
a downtown hotel - to ex¬ 
change the money for fhe 
tickets. 

How much of a profit is 
made on each sale varies, 
although Sigel said selling 


a ticket that was bought 
for $1,200 for $1,800 was 
considered a successful 
transacfion, and that is the 
normal markup for a ticket. 
The face value of Super 
Bowl tickets ranges from 
$850 to $1,250. 

The tickets can come from 
NFL players or coaches, 
who all get the opportu¬ 
nity to purchase two tickets 
from the league to each 
Super Bowl, or from people 


who work for companies 
that are corporate spon¬ 
sors. The league prohibits 
its employees, and players 
and coaches, from sell¬ 
ing their tickets for a profit, 
and has disciplined those 
it has caught doing so in 
the past, but the practice 
remains relatively common 
and lightly policed. When 
asked about ticket broker¬ 
ing, the NFL pointed out its 
policy prohibiting the resale 
of tickets. 

“We're doing what anyone 
else does in any business,” 
Sigel said. “We're in the 
service industry. I provide a 
service. I give people ac¬ 
cess to tickets. And a lot of 
times, I sell tickets for less 
than I paid for them.” 
“We’ve got to get our bank 
accounts set up, our safe- 
deposit boxes set up, that 
kind of stuff,” Sigel said, not¬ 


ing that he also needed to 
order large sums of money 
because many banks did 
not carry enough cash in 
large bills for him to con¬ 
duct his business at the 
speed he needed to. 
Though neither Sigel nor 
one of his associates, Steve 
Karadja, 53, would disclose 
exactly how much cash 
they routinely carried with 
them in their backpacks, 
they indicated it was up¬

wards of $10,000. 

“That's pocket change,” 
Karadja said with a chuck¬ 
le. Sigel has been dealing in 
Super Bowl tickets for more 
than a decade, and during 
a good week he sells 300 
to 400 tickets. While he is 
not breaking any laws sell¬ 
ing Super Bowl tickets on¬ 
line at a price above face 
value, the people who sell 
to him are, in fact, breaking 
the law in many states, in¬ 
cluding Louisiana, Feldman 
said. 

“Louisiana state law pro¬ 
hibits any scalping of tick¬ 
ets above face value of 
the ticket unless the tickets 
are sold online with permis¬ 
sion of the event organizer 
and location," Feldman 
said. “A New Orleans city 
ordinance also prevents 
any Super Bowl tickets from 
being sold within 750 feet of 
the Superdome.” 

Having spent the previous 
few days and nights run¬ 
ning all over town in pursuit 


of tickets, by Super Bowl 
Sunday most of fhe hard 
work is done for Sigel and 
Karadja. All that remains 
is getting the tickets to the 
buyers who have yet to 
pick them up. Once that is 
done, the brokers are usu¬ 
ally so exhausted that they 
go back to where they are 
staying and fall asleep be¬ 
fore the game even ends.
